Tne at artiilery unit in the Eisenbahnpionier Kasenie, Rehagen, is believed 
to be a con^onent of the 199th ligfit Arty Brig of the Thiiri Ids Mecs Army. 
The engineer unit in the Schumka Kaserne is probably a headquarters unit 
of the Third Gds Mecz Array. Since another soiirce observed a troop train 
en route from Sperenberg to T/ittenberg on 26 April 1951, it is believed 
that the engineer unit may have gone to Wittenberg. 

The artillery unit in the Artillerie Kaserno at the Kummersdorf railroad 
station is probably a component unit of the 199th Light Arty Brig of the 
Third Gds Mecz Aniy. 

The AAA unit in the former officers * mess is believed to belong to the un- 
identified AAA division of the Third Gds Mecz Army. 
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
